Moncey Re-invested } 

The Treasury Department has 
viewed with some uneasiness the ef- 
fect that the withdrawal of savings 
through the redemption of the five 
per cent blue compownred certifi 
cutes would have, whether the blue 
certificates would be re-invested in 
the current four and a half per cent 
certificates or be taken out in cash. 
The redemption of the blue bonds 
was completed at the end of June, 
and practically all the money was 
re-invested in the four and a half 
per cent certificates or in Alberta 
Bonds, very little cash was paid out 
for the redemption of the certifi- 
cates. 

The savings department have on 
deposit at the present time approxi- 
mately $6,000,000. 

A considerable drop in the net 
purchases of savings certificates waz 
expected by the Treasury for the 
month of June, but instead of a de- 
cline there has actually been an in- 
crease of $162,000 during that 
month. 


Demand Increases 
The Treasury consider that the tn- 
creasing demand for these certifi- 
cates indicates that the scheme 1s 
growing in popularity with the pub- 


Ss 
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lic, and that increasing purchases 
are now looked forward to by the 
Government. 

' The cost of administration of this 
scheme is kept down to a minimum, 
and the department is now being 
run on a margin of cost that is less 
than one fifth of one per cent.
